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Editor's Note: 

This is the first of three articles by Prof. Rice regarding 
the much discussed subject of Bull Indexes. In this install- 
ment, he gives a general description of the three most widely 
used systems. In the second installment, he compares three 
3ull Index systems, as to their actual prediction value. He 
takes a group of proven sires and computes from their first 
ten dam-daughter pairs what would be expected from. their 
later service under each of the three systems, and compares 
these results with what they actually did produce in their later 
years of service. These two articles appeared originally in the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, and are reproduced by permission. 
The third article goes into the subject of the prediction value 
of the index in the pedigree of a young unproven sire. This 
article has been specially written for the World, and is based 
entirely upon studies of the work of Holstein sires. Judging 
from the discussions of this general subject at Chicago, our 
readers will follow this series with unusual interest. Reference 
is here made to the editorial comment in this issue. 





O index or not to index our bulls seems to be one of 
"Tine most potent sources of argument in the dairy 

world at the moment. Much can and is being said on 
both sides of this question, and through the discussions a 
deal of thought is being stimulated on the general matter 
of the mode of inheritance of the characteristics, milk 
production and butterfat percentage. 

Many false theories have already been discarded and 
the average breeder is fast coming to a realization of the 
complexity of the problem with which he is dealing. It 
is to be hoped that humility will here as ever be the be- 
ginning of wisdom. 

Selecting on Type and Pedigree 

Selection of breeding animals was once based quiie 
largely on type. This was later supplemented by giving 
attention to pedigree or at least to certain parts of the 
pedigree. For example, great store was laid by the fact 
that the dam of the bull had made a high milk and butter- 
fat record, or that the animal in question belonged, some 
times very remotely, to some particular strain or family. 
Gradually. through sad experience and an _ enlightened 
press, the fallacy of these half truths has been recognized. 

Carefully planned breeding experiments during the past 
twenty-five or thirty years have built up a working hypo- 
thesis of hereditary transmission, and this has shed much 
light on the basic principles of selection. Nothing deroga- 
tory need be said about these old breeding panaceas. 
They were the best that men’s minds could give birth to 
until accurate studies could be made. One thing more can 
be said about them, namely, that they were all right as 
far as they went but none of them, nor all of them to- 
gether, compassed the whole situation. 

We know that it is still desirable to have animals of 
accepted dairy type—they are more pleasing to work with, 
they bring more money when offered for sale, and there is 
nothing incompatible between accepted dairy type and 
high milk production. We also know now, however, that 
selection based on accepted dairy type does not insure 
high or profitable milk production. 

We believe more firmly than ever that pedigree can be 
a useful tool of selection. But we have come to a realiza-

tion that to be of real service in this field the pedigree 
must be relatively complete, that is, it must tell the whole 
story or nearly so, and not simply portray the best side 
of the animals contained in it. We have learned, too, that 
it is the animals close up in a pedigree that are to be 
most carefully scrutinized and that any one ancestor four, 
five or six generations removed is practically inconsequen- 
tial so far as the present generation is concerned. Truly, 
the pedigree is invaluable when it gives the average pro- 
duction of all the daughters of the sires it contains to- 
gether with the average production of the dams of said 
daughters; when it gives the records of the cows it con- 
tains and also the records of their offspring. Our newer 
knowledge of breeding indicates that we should study 
pedigrees more, not less, than we have in the past. 
Progeny Test Real Proof 

Both experience and science have proved, however, to 
the satisfaction of nearly all concerned, that the proof 
of the breeding animal lies in the performance of his or 
her get. This is the final and the only real proof. In 
other words, we still demand good individuality. we go 
back and scrutinize the ancestors for real merit and then 
we make the thing foolproof by subjecting our animals to 
the progeny test. The man of intelligence who will rigidly 
apply these rules to his breeding operations is bound to 
succeed. 

Now this progeny test means that we are getting re 
ords on the daughters of our bulls. In many instances 
we have or can get records on their dams It was from 
these facts that the idea of a bull index was conceived. 
Three methods have been proposed for indexing bulls and 
we will examine them in the course of this article, but 
before doing so let us examine the basis on which prac- 
tically all of them rest. It is this, that when two extremes 
are mated, the offspring tend to average about midway 
between the two parents. especially if the charactertistic 
is determined by several or many genes or factors. For 
example, when a tall man marries a short woman, the 
average mean height of their children will be about half 
way between the two parents, or as Dr. Castle found, 
when he crossed a large race of rabbits weighing on the 
average 5,500 grams with a small race weighing on the 
average 1,500 grams, the offspring averaged about 3,500 
grams in weight. or as Dr. Jull showed when a large breed 
of poultry (2,989 grams) was crossed with a small breed 
(545 grams) the offspring averaged about 1,453 grams. 

This same natural law also applies in a general way 
to the field of milk production, and butterfat percentage 
in dairy cattle. In this latter case, however, one of the 
parents, the bull, gives no milk. With the rabbits or the 
poultry mentioned above, we can put them all on the 
scales and ascertain their weight. There is no guessing 
about it whatsoever. But with dairy cattle we can learn 
the production of the dams, also of the daughters. Then 
indexing the bull means that by means of the two actual 
figures (dams’ and daughters’ average production) we 
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guess at the third figure (the bull’s potential level) know- 
ing that the daughters fall somewhere in between the two 
parents. The different bull indices are built upon differ- 
ent theories as to just where the daughters do fall, 
whether just half way between the parents or closer to 
one or the other, and one system goes so far as to leave 
the dams’ records out of consideration altogether. 


Yapp Index 


In the Illinois Experiment Station Report for 1924, 
Professor W. W. Yapp suggested the following formula 
for arriving at a bull’s transmitting ability: X—2 a - b. 
In this formula (x) is the bull’s transmitting ability; 
(a) is the average production of his daughters, and 
(b) the average production of the dams, both daughters’ 
and dams’ records having been corrected according the 
Gaines-Davidson formula (.4 milk + 15 fat) to a four 
per cent fat basis. For example, if the daughters aver- 
age 10,000 pounds of four per cent milk and the dams 
7,000 pounds of four per cent milk, then the bull’s 
transmitting ability would be 10,000 XK 2 20,000 
minus 7,000 13,000 pounds of four per cent milk, or 
if the daughters averaged 7,000 pounds of four per cent 
milk and their dams 10,000 pounds of four per cent 
milk, then we would have 7,000 XK 2 14,000 — 10,000 
=4,000 pounds of four per cent milk bull’s trans- 
mitting ability. In other words, this system says that 
the daughters fall just half way beween the two parents 
or that the bull’s transmitting ability is as much higher 
(or lower) than the daughters as the daughters are 
higher (or lower) than their dams. 


This system is based on blending on intermediate in- 
heritance, which is the type of inheritance found in 
many other quantitative characters. By inference this 
would seem to be the most likely type of inheritance 
to be expected in the quantitative characteristics amount 
of milk and percentage of butterfat, although it cannot 
be definitely proved because the bull actually produces 
no milk. 


In this form this index has the disadvantage of not 
separating amount of milk from percentage of butterfat, 
that is, the bull’s transmitting ability is always ex- 
pressed in terms of four per cent milk and he is not 
given a separate index for amount of milk and percent- 
age of butterfat. While it has not been proved that 
amount of milk and percentage of butterfat are inherited 
separately, in fact one would expect to find a negative 
correlation between them, it would nevertheless seem 
very desirable to treat each of these characteristics 
separately from the standpoint of an index. In other 
words, it would seem to be highly desirable to give the 
bull both an index for amount of milk and for percent- 
age of butterfat for the simple reason that a breeder in 
any breed should base his selection not only on amount 
of milk but also on percentage of butterfat. 


Gifford’s Index 


At the other extreme stands the suggestion of Pro- 
fessor Warren Gifford of the Missouri Experiment Sta- 
tion, as set forth in several publications, to the effect 
that the daughters’ average production can be taken as 
the bull’s index. In other words, this system takes no 
account of the dams’ records whatsoever. Since this 
is opposed to the generally accepted fact that sire and 
dam are on the average equally and jointly responsible 
for the production of their offspring, it does not appeal 
very strongly to the writer. 

The Jersey Cattle Club has recently 
system, and has published a booklet of Jersey sires 
‘Tested’ by this method. The method was criticized by 
R. R. Graves in the September 25 and October 10, 1932, 
issues of Hoard’s Dairyman to which the reader is re- 
ferred. To use the same example which was used for 
illustrating the Yapp index above with daughters aver- 
aging 10,000 pounds this would be the bull’s index, or if 
the daughter’s averaged only 7,000 pounds this would 
be the bull’s index. Theoretically, it is easy to imagine 
two bulls both of whose daughters average 10,000 
pounds of milk. Hence, these two bulls are apparently 
equal. If research revealed, however, that the dams to 
which one of them was bred averaged 13,000 (this bull 
dropping the daughters to 10,000) and the dams to 
which the other was bred averaged 7,000 (this bull 
raising the daughters up to 10,000 pounds) the assump- 
tion that the two bulls were alike genetically from the 


standpoint of transmitting ability would be wholly un- 
justifiable. 


adopted this 
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This system is based on the genetic theory of the 
complete dominance of the bull. This is a very peculiar 
expectation and it does not jibe with every day breeding 
experiences which teaches that the charactertistics of 
the offspring are determined jointly both both sire and 
dam. 

Mount Hope Index 


In 1927, Dr. H. D. Goodale of, Mount Hope Farm, 
Williamstown, Massachusetts, proposed a _ bull index 
based on the theory that high milk production was par- 
tially dominant over low milk production. Dr. Gooda!» 
was the first to suggest the separate handling of amount 
of milk and percentage of butterfat. As regards butter- 
fat percentage, the Mount Hope index assumes that low 
butterfat percentage is particularly dominant. The fol- 
lowing, taken from a Mount Hope publication, explains 
the working of the Mount Hope index for milk and but- 
terfat percentage. 

Mount Hope Index—Milk. Compute the average 
mature equivalent of the milk production of all daugh- 
ters of the bull; also the average mature equivalent of 
the milk production of the dams of these daughters, and 
take the difference between these averages. 

If the daughters’ average exceeds the dams’ aver- 
age, add three-sevenths (or .4286) of the difference to 


the daughters’ average to get the bull’s milk index 
figure. 
If the daughters’ average is less than the dams’ 


average, subtract seven-thirds (or 2.333) of the differ- 


ence from the daughters’ average to get the bull’s milk 
index figure. 


Mount Hope Index—Butter Fat Per Cent. The index 
for percentage of butterfat is obtained by similar oper- 
ations, but with different fractions. 


If the daughters’ butterfat average percentage ex- 
ceeds the dams’ butterfat average percentage, add three- 
halves (or 1.5) of the difference to the daughters’ aver- 
age to get the bull’s butterfat index. 


If the daughters’ average is less than the dams’ aver- 
age, subtract two-thirds (or .6667) of the difference 
from the daughters’ average to get the bull’s index. 


Mount Hope Index—tTotal Fat. Multiply the milk 
index by the index figure for per cent of butterfat. 


To use the same example already used to illustrate 
the Yapp and Gifford systems, if the daughters averaged 
10,000 pounds and the dams 7,000 pounds then 10,000 
— 7,000 = 3,000 X .4286 = 1285.8 which is to be 
added to 10,000 giving 11,285 pounds as the bull’s index 
according to the Mount Hope plan, or if the daughters 
averaged 7,000 and the dams 10,000 then we would 
have 10,000 — 7,000 = 3,000 multiplied this time by 
2,333 (because the daughters produce less than their 
dams) = 6,999 which must be subtracted from the 
daughters’ average of 7,000 leaving an index for this 
bull of one pound of milk. It seems hardly conceivable 
that any bull living today would be as poor as this, 
and, of course, the Mount Hope system sometimes gives 
a negative quantity for the bull’s index which is a con- 
tradiction in terms since cattle belong to the family 
Mammalia which means ‘‘milk yielding.”’ 


This system is based on the genetic theory of partial 
dominance of high milk and of low butterfat percent- 
age. So far as the writer has been able to learn there 
exists no sound basis in support of such a theory. 

The writer firmly believes in indexing bulls, and he 
also believes that Mount Hope has-rendered a service to 
bull indexing in general by stressing the importance of 
treating milk production and butterfat percentage separ- 


ately. He cannot, however, subscribe to the theory 
that high milk production is partially dominant over 
low production. Feeling, 


therefore, that the present 
Mount Hope index is based upon a fallacy he cannot sub- 
scribe to it. 
Bull Indexes Summarized 
We can now summarize this inspection of these 
various bull indexes for amount of milk as follows: 
Daughters Producing More Than Dams 


Pounds 
Yapp Index 13,000 (4% milk) 
Mount Hope Index 11,285 
Gifford Index 10,000 


Daughters production 10,000 
Dams production 7,009

State College, has made a valuable contribution to 
this subject through a study which appeared recently in 
three installments in the Guernsey Breeders Journal. The 
first two installments were of a general nature, applying 
equally to all breeds, and we have secured permission to 
reproduce them for the benefit of our readers. Prof. Rice 
thas written a third installment especially for the World, 
-ambodying studies of Holstein sires which point out some 
practical uses of a bull index in our breeding programs 
with young bulls. It should be a matter of some satis- 
faction to our breeders, as they read these very logical 
articles by Prof. Rice, that the variation of the Mount 
Hope Index which our Association has adopted is identical 
with the Intermediate Index, which Prof. Rice’s studies 
‘show to be most accurate. It is confusing, perhaps, to call 
our Holstein index the Mount Hope Index, as long as it em- 
ploys a different set of factors than the Mount Hope 
people use in their own work. On the other hand, the 
Mount Hope people deserve credit for the idea and general 
principle involved. They were entirely willing ‘to approve 
our use of the simpler form when our Board of Directors 
was considering the matter, and in fact brought forward 
the suggestion themselves in the interest of simplicity. 
At Chicago, Dr. Goodale, of Mount Hope Farm, stated that 
their interest was in having the Holstein people use the 
bull index idea; that they were not concerned with per- 
sonal credit or advertising for Mount Hope Farm. In 
studying these articles by Prof. Rice, therefore, readers 
will please bear in mind that the Mount Hope Index, as 
used by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, is 
-exactly the same as the index which Prof. Rice calls in- 
‘termediate. The name is not so important except to avoid 
‘possible confusion in reference. 
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Annual Reports Compared 


LSEWHERE in this issue, we present brief sum- 
maries of the annual reports of the annual meet- 
ings of the Jersey and Guernsey cattle clubs. 

Figures covering their past year’s work in comparison 
with the business of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America are of especial interest. All three associa- 
tions have suffered a considerable falling off in business 
this past year. In the matter of registrations, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America had a decline of 
26% last year, Jerseys 18% and the Guernseys 12%. 
In transfers, the Holstein decline was 30%, Jerseys 
29% and the Guernseys 16%. Even so, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association last year registered within 700 as 
many animals as the Jersey and Guernsey clubs com- 
bined, and transferred nearly 2,000 head more than the 
other two breeds combined. Of the three breed associa- 
tions, the Holstein-Friesian Association had gross re- 
ceipts totaling $281.47 more than the gross expendi- 
tures, while the Jerseys were in the red $4,564 and the 
Guernseys $7,068. 

In the program of production testing, the Holstein 
showing is excellent compared to the others. The num- 
ber of Holstein records completed during the past year 
totaled 3,446, a decrease of only 10.9% from the pre- 
ceding year. The Guernseys at the beginning of the 
fiscal year had 2,345 cows on test in the Advanced Reg- 
ister, a decrease of 11.2%, while the Jerseys dropped 
from 2,188 to 1,535, a decrease of practically 30%. 

In the Herd Test, we have, according to Supt. Nor- 
ton’s report, 197 herds totaling 4,379 cows accepted 
during the year. The Jerseys report 115 herds contain- 
ing 2,503 head in this test, while the Guernsey report 
shows 712 cows (number of herds not given running 
in this test.) The Ayrshire Herd Test has 72 herds con- 
taining 2,046 head on test in this division, which con- 
stitutes practically all of their production testing pro- 
gram. 


Total assets of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America are listed at $407,073.72, the Jersey Club 
$247,530.95, the Guernsey Club $167,592.47, which 
gives the Holstein-Friesian Association of America total 
assets lacking only $7,000 of equalling the combined 
total assets of the other two clubs. 


Of the three breed societies, the Holstein-Friesian 
Association was the only one to adopt aggressive meas- 
ures for the relief of its breeders in the way of reduced 
fees, the Guernsey Club making no changes at all—in 
fact, not having the matter under discussion——while the 
Jersey Club approved the idea of a reduction in their 
membership fee from $100 to $50, subject to a mail 
vote of the membership, but with no other reductions 
discussed. 

Different policies are also in effect in regard to the 
maintenance of the Advanced Registry Department. The 
Holstein-Friesian Association, with a very nominal scale 
of fees, spent nearly $45,000 more than they took in 
last year in this department, the Jersey Club about 
$15,500 while the Guernsey Club made a profit of about 
$600 on its Advanced Registry Department last year. 

A comparison of amounts spent for extension activ- 
ity will also be of interest. The Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation had a net expenditure through the National Ex- 
tension Service of $22,177.27, in addition to 16,382.50 
apportioned back to the states from the transfer fund, 
making a total of $38,559.77. The American Jersey 
Cattle Club expended $16,023.88 in publicity and ex- 
tension, and $23,068.25 for field work, a total of $39,- 
092.13. The American Guernsey Cattle Club spent $26,- 
046.76 for extension work, including field work; $13,- 
787.58 for the branch of this work known as informa- 
tion and service, and $20,373.78 on their milk market- 
ing program. From the latter, receipts of $6,960.38 are 
reported, making the net cost of these items of the year 
$53,247.74. The Guernsey Club went into a national 
advertising program on marketing Golden Guernsey 
Milk and report sales under the trademark the past year 
of over 20,602,000 quarts, an increase of 38% over 
the previous year. The Guernsey people have been very 
aggressive in developing this milk marketing program 
and the results have been rather clearly reflected in the 
market for their cattle. The Jersey Club is making a 


start on the marketing of Jersey Creamline products, 
and the Holstein-Friesian Association has the matter of 
a somewhat similar plan of Holstein milk marketing 
now in the hands of a special committee for study. 
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The Holstein-Friesian Association of America we feel 
has made a great contribution to recovery year in the 
Holstein industry by the changes voted in fees for regis- 
tration and transfer, and in the limited holiday on pen- 
alty fees set up. Along with the increased business 
that seems sure to result from this policy, there is an 
opportunity for more effective extension work than ever 
before and in this program it would seem that a con- 
structive, workable plan for marketing the product 
should have an increasingly important place. 


Milk Committee Desires Suggestions 


IRECTOR Martin J. Sheridan Jr. writes that the 
D committee to study the question of a suggested 

plan for marketing Holstein milk is already study- 
ing the possibilities of this subject in the hope of. bring- 
ing forward a workable, definite plan for the considera- 
tion of the Board when it meets next December at Chi- 
cago. He states that they are interested in getting all 
the ideas they can on this subject, especially in finding 
out what the breeders have in mind who have suggested 
that this project should be undertaken by the National 
Association. Breeders having definite ideas on this sub- 
ject are requested to send them to the World or direct 
to Mr. Sheridan, whose address is Lebanon, N. J. The 
committee consists of Mr. Sheridan, chairman, Director 
J. Homer Remsburg and Extension Director Ernest M. 
Clark.

ATADOR SEGIS ORMSBY 396511 is the fourth 
M great proven present day sire to honor our front 

cover in recent months. The picture was taken 
this spring at Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., 
where he has been in heavy service for nearly nine years, 
and shows him at just turned eleven years old. There 
he is staging a great race with Sir Inka May for top 
honors and the popularity of the two sires is attested 
by the fact that at the recent World’s Fair National 
Sale the top bull was a son of Matador Segis Ormsby 
from a daughter of Sir Inka May, whereas at the Royal 
Brentwood, the best sale of 1932, top bull was a son 
of Sir Inka May from a daughter of Matador Segis 
Ormsby. 

At the present time nine daughters of Matador Segis 
Ormsby have exceeded 800 lbs. fat, the head of. his list 
being Carnation Ormsby Parthenea, his first daughter 
born at Carnation, with 1,076.8 lbs. fat from 33,251.4 
Ibs. milk as a senior four-year-old. His entire list of 
fifteen daughters tested in Class A average 861.73 lbs. 
fat or 1,077.16 lbs. butter, from 25,671.4 lbs. milk, this 
average including three two-year-olds, four three-year- 
olds and only three mature cows. His three daughters 
tested at maturity produced, respectively, 920, 944 and 
994 lbs. fat, or all above 1,150 Ibs. butter. 

It is the practice at Carnation to run most of their 
two-year-old heifers in Class B, not with the idea of 
making great records but simply milking and feeding 
them three times a day to develop them. For this rea- 
son it happens that in addition to his fifteen Class A 
daughters whose sensational average is given above, 
he has twelve Class B daughters with two-year-old rec- 
ords—one of them was just over three years old—that 
average 544.8 lbs. fat or 681 lbs. butter, which is really 
about as sensational an average, everything considered, 
as the Class A average mentioned. 

Matador Segis Ormsby was born April 21,, 1922, in 
the herd of David McKeown, Gresham, Ore., where he 
was bred. When he was a little over two years old he 
was purchased by Carnation, together with a couple 
of his daughters and was put into service in their herd, 
notwithstanding the fact that at that time neither his 
dam or her dam had a record above 14 Ibs. butter in a 
week. His sire, Segis Walker Matador, was just begin- 
ning to prove himself at that time, having then three 
daughters above 800 lbs. fat. The Carnation people, 
however, recognized the dam and granddam as two 
potentially great cows and they accordingly added them 
to the herd, where a little later his own dam, Hazel- 
wood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes, made 974.5 lbs. fat, and 
the second dam, Hazelwood Bracelet Mercedes, made 
993 lbs. fat from over 30,000 lbs. milk and qualified 
for the 305-day division, which materially changed 
the picture so far as pedigree is concerned. Then his 
sire, Segis Walker Matador, began to make history, un- 
til today he is tied for first place for number of daugh- 
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ters above 800 lbs. fat, with twenty-two, while the aver- 
age for his entire list of tested daughters—24 averag- 
ing 893 lbs. fat—is unapproached by any other sire 
with a list of comparable length, about his closest com- 
petitor being his son, Matador Segis Ormsby.

PROVEN SIRES AND BULL INDEXES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

When I broke out in a recent issue of the World sug- 
gesting that. the Bull Index adopted by the Holstein-Fries- 
lan Association of America be named the “Norton Index”, 
I rather expected I would hear from “Hod”, otherwise 
known as H. W. Norton, Jr., Supt. of A. R. 

Well, I heard from him just as quickly as he could get 
a letter tome! All who know “Hod” intimately know that 
he is a tireless worker, one not craving to bask in the 
public eye or to grab him off any publicity. His letter to 
me reveals just such attitude. In order to put “Hod” in 
the clear, to show that he had no part whatever in any 
suggestion to “un-Mount Hope” the index and “Norton” 
it instead, I quote herewith from his letter to me on the 
subject. 

“I noticed your letter in ‘The Round Table’ in the last 
World suggesting that the index which was recently adopt- 
ed by our Board be named after me. I lay no claim to 
the parentage of this index and would surely be very 
much embarrassed if any attempt should be made to desig- 
nate it in this way. What difference does it make any- 
way what we call it if it accomplishes the purpose for 
which it was adopted. namely to stimulate interest in the 
Herd Test and the use of proven sires. 

“I realize, of course that the index is quite different 
from the Mount Hope Index as they advertised it and pub- 
lished it. Both Mr. Prentice and Dr. Goodale insist that 
the index as we adopted it is exactly the same as the 
Mount Hope Index, and everybody else contends that it 
is so entirely different that it should be called by some 
other name. To me, this is a matter of minor importance. 
It may be, however, that the discussion and argument. on 
this point will serve to bring it to more people. As George 
Welsh, former speaker of the House in Michigan once 
said, ‘Any kind of advertising is better than none.’ 

“At any rate, don’t try to get them to name it after 
me. 

In deference to this expressed view of Mr. Norton’s we 
should drop at once any agitation regarding change of 
name of our index. 

Well, seeing we are debarred from argumentation re- 
garding the name of our index, let’s have a little fun 
by reviving the discussion that once blazed brightly in 
columns of the World as to whether any kind of a bull 
index is any good. 

There has just been published a little testimony ad- 
verse to bull indexes from no less authorities than M. H. 
Fohrman, senior dairy husbandman, and R. R. Graves, 
Chief, division of dairy cattle breeding, feeding and man- 
agement, Bureau of Dairy Industry. These investigators 
close their bulletin that is just off the press, called 
“Analysis of the Advanced Registry Records of 611 Daugh- 
ters of 51 Ayrshire Sires” with this statement: 

“The authors are of the opinion that no so-called bull 
index in existence today is so formulated as to afford a 
guide to constructive breeding procedure. At best, the: 
bull index gives only a relative assay of the value of an 
animal as a sire. In a group of poor sires the one with 
the best index would still fail as a sire of high milk pro- 
duction.” 

Messrs. Fohrman and Graves come to the conclusion 
that although bull indexes are not very valuable, the use 
of proved sires is ace-high. They say: “The study of the re- 
sults which have come from the practices followed by the 
leading breeders of Ayrshire cattle during the period re- 
viewed, strengthens the theory that substantial improve 
ment in dairy cattle breeding can be made only by a 
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setter choice of herd sires. In all cases where groups 
of bulls were selected on a basis of their performance the 
results show the soundness of the use of proved sires for 
herd improvement.” 

Regarding selection of a proved sire, the authors sound 
a warning which is becoming more and more universally 
appreciated—‘“Evaluating the transmitting ability of a 
proved sire requires a complete analysis of the perform- 
ance of all his daughters, due consideration being given 
to the environmental influences. This necessitates a study 
of the herd in which the sire was proved.” 

From the Fohrman-Graves bulletin comes a little word 
of encouragement to those practical dairymen who find a 
real proved sire that is in good state of repair about as 
plentiful as the fangs of the hen. Apparently if you can- 
not secure a proved sire it does help to pay some attention 
to the record of the dam of your prospective herd sire. 
“Sires whose dams have milk records of more than 12,- 
000 lbs. appear to be better sires of milk production than 
are the sires from untested dams or from dams with records 
of less than 12,000 lbs., when mated to cows with records 
of 9,000 to 13,000 Ibs. milk Sons of cows having a 
hutterfat test of more than 4% sired daughters testing 
somewhat higher than did the daughters by sons of un- 
tested dams or the sons of dams testing below 4%.” 

Pondering on these statements by Mr. Forhman and 
Mr. Graves, many of us will conclude that a bull index 
is all right after all. For to have an index a bull must be 
proved. And in our breed where the proving ground is 
the Herd Test with every daughter of a bull in the herd 
bound to be tested, not Advanced Registry where the 
daughters are the selected best, it would seem that our 
index for bulls had real value. 


One of the main difficulties attendant upon discus- 
sions of bull indexes and the like is that most of us are 
more amazed than educated. After reading claims pro 
and con for this or that system of sire selection, our per- 
sonal understanding of what it is all about may be quite 
foggy. But at any rate bull indexes and the like serve 
to keep our attention riveted to the universally appreci- 
ated tremendous importance of good bulls. Possibly this 
or that idea that meshes with our experiences may be a 
guiding help as we each strive to work out our own little 
one-horse salvation in these troublous dairy times.

In regard to require- 
ments some day calling for milk produced by blood-tested 
cows, I suppose he anticipates legislative requirements and 
while we’re on this subject of legislation, let me say we’ve 
been legislated to nothingness so to speak. For instance. 
our erstwhile Governor here in Kansas created many jobs 
during his term of office—we had an inspector of bees, 
a thing we needed about as bad as a dog needs two tails. 
Now our present Governor, a practical man, has elimi- 
nated many of these jobs. All this has come dear to our 
people at large. 

As to me being out of luck, when that legislating for 
blood testing is done, I must say I will not be, as I will 
do as the others do. You’ve got to satisfy the public. For 
instance, some institution men here in our state picked 
two cows from our herd, some years ago and before they 
purchased they required blood tests. Both cows passed 
that test O. K. but I know one of them had aborted. I’m 
not saying she had abortion, but I do say she had aborted. 

Will you please turn with me to page 41 of January 25, 
1932 issue of Hoard‘s Dairyman? We will find here that 
Mr. Wm. T. Blaker, of Indiana, had one of the best veter- 
inarians of Northeastern Indiana to do his work and a 
‘double amount of blood was drawn and two samples 
taken from each cow. One lot of samples was sent to 
one place and one to another for testing and as Mr. 
Blaker says, “Imagine our astonishment upon finding no 
samples with the same number tested the same. As you 
say, so much for the blood test.’ 

As to T. B. test will you also turn with me to page 118 
‘Of March 25, 1933 issue of Hoard’s Dairyman, and we will 
find Mr. Fred Rossman of New York, says when T. B. 
tested cows not away in the last stage and do not react 
five times, there must be something wrong somewhere. 
He further says when tester tags a 10-day-old calf without 
any test 'to get that lousy money, he doesn’t call it a test. 
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I agree with him in that; he could do better with a 
hypodermic needle. 


Now we have been T. B. testing for around five years 
and have just had one reactor. Upon post-mortem, what 
did we find? Nothing, but just a little inflamed place 
where some bailing wire was trying to puncture the wall 
of the cow’s stomach. Is that T. B.? 


Whenever the time comes that C. T. A. requires a pre- 
liminary dry milking, I'll say it is O. K. Until then, no, 
for too many times neighbors tip each other off that the 
tester will be there at such and such a time and result old 
Sookie has a balloon test, so to speak. Maybe not so 
much so as to be noticea»le but a few tenths per cent 
counts quite a good deal over a period of time. If it is 
at all possible in such times as we’ve just experienced I 
think every dairy farmer should do testing of some sort, 
he to be the judge as to what type of testing it is. If he 
fools the public, he will fool himself some, too. 

For example, as to variations in test, I had to laugh 
at some fairly close by C. T. A. members when they found 
upon getting a market for their raw milk that the cream- 
ery tests and those of their C. T. A. did not jibe. 

Like Jimmy Hays, I’m not the father of all these ideas 
in this article or in the one of the February 11 issue of the 
World. Some of these ideas are mine and some of them 
belong tc the other men, some of whom are quite promi- 
nent men, too, by the way. 

I even hesitated to retaliate over such petty matters, 
yet of some considerable concern, through so good a 
publication as our Holstein-Friesian World. 

Have appreciated Mr. Strickland, Mr. Shortt and other 
articles on the qualities of Holstein milk, very much.

It took a piece of wire picked up in 
her hay to end the great career of 


Parthenea Nudine 317955, at the age 
of 18 years, 2 months, 16 days. She 


was born in the herd of her breeder, 
C. J. Hedger, Garrettsville, Ohio, on 
March 15, 1915 and was_ purchased 
early in life by Modern Woodmen of 
America Sanatorium, Woodmen, Colo., 
where she eventually became the 


world’s champion cow over 15% years 
old, and after losing that title to an-

other came back as the world’s cham- 
pion 16-year-old. 

Parthenea Nudine was not tested 
until she was six years old, when she 
made a 23-lb. butter record, followed 
by another 23-lb. record at seven years 
old, when she completed a 305-day 
record of 617.45 lbs. fat from 18,747.9 
Ibs. milk. Freshening again almost 
within the year, at eight years old, she 
made a 36-lb. seven-day butter record 
from 650.3 lbs. milk, and finished her 
year with 846.51 lbs. fat from 24,734.5 
Ibs. milk. 

She was not given another 
test until she reached the age of 15 
years, 6 months, 8 days, when she 
broke the record for that advanced 
age with 633.7 lbs. fat from 19,551.9 
lbs. milk. A little later she lost this 
honor to the Minnesota cow, Meadow 
Lilly Pontiac Butter Queen, with 736.5 
Ibs. fat at 15 years, 8 months, but 
came back at 16 years, 9 months, 20 
days, with 632.2 Ibs. fat from 18,526.4 
Ibs. milk, beating the long standing 
record of Beecher Wythe 2d of 
Indiana, whose record of 613.4 lbs. fat 
at 16 years old has stood at the top 
for this age for the past ten years. 

With these two records Parthenea 
Nudine became the only cow of the 
breed to make two records above 600

lbs. fat at past fifteen years old. After 
completing the 16-year-old record, she 
freshened again at the age of 18 years, 
6 days, at which time she looked good 
for several more years. W. E. Kelso, 
assistant superintendent at Modern 
Woodmen, writes that they had hoped 
to keep her breeding and producing 
until past twenty years old and set 
more new marks for Holstein longe- 
vity; but her career was “cut short’ 
when the piece of wire punctured her 
heart and caused her death on May 
31, 1933. 

She has 5 A. R. S. O. daughters, 
three with records from 608 to 828 lbs. 
fat and the other two with better than 
400 lbs. fat each as two-year-olds. The 
picture shows her with her last calf, 
born March 21, 1933, when the dam 
was just six days past 18 years old.

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New York Holstein Letter 


By S. J. BROWNELL, State Secretary 


July Meetings 

The State program for June meet- 
ings for the county clubs has been an 
outstanding success. The dairy ex- 
cursion to the National convention 
and World’s Fair, several successful 
county picnics, formation of two Hol- 
stein bull associations, evening meet- 
ings developing committees for the 
fall show herds, exhibits at local and 
State fairs and other important pro- 
grams have been carried on during 
the month. 

July offers one of the finest opportu- 
nities for a successful summer meet- 
ing that have had in years. The 
drought over most of the State is get- 
ting the haying season over with be- 
fore the fourth of July. This is a very 
unusual situation and will give a 
splendid advantage to Holstein clubs 
to hold dairy tours and picnics during 
July. 

The most important subject for dis- 
cussion at the July meetings is to 
have the question or reduced fees per- 
sented as forcibly as possible to all 
those in attendance. Special effort 
should be made to encourage all own- 
ers of Holstein cattle in the county to 
be presented at these meetings. It 
will be well for each county to appoint 
a committee, preferably one man from 
each township, so that the county will 
be thoroughly covered and every man 
who has let registration or transfer 
papers lapse during the past few years 
should be interviewed and encouraged 
to get these papers up-to-date. Five 
thousand new active breeders should 
be added to New York State’s list for 
1933. This is a splendid opportunity 
for increasing the number of active 
breeders in New York State. 

Every county should keep in mind 
a program to get Holsteins before the 
general public at our summer round- 
ups and fall fairs. The show commit- 
tee which was appointed in May 
should have selected their animals for 
the State Fair county herd last month. 
If this has not been taken care of, 
there is still time to line up a satis- 
factory county herd and at the same 
time make arrangements for an out- 
standing exhibit at your local fairs, 
not only of cattle but of a Holstein 
booth and possibly milk bar. 

The National Convention 
Excursion 

The main feature of the State As- 
sociation’s program for June was the 
running of an excursion train to the 


National Holstein convention. As 
mentioned in previous letters, the 
train left New York State Monday 


morning. When economic conditions 
are considered and the urge for farm 
work at this particular time of year, 
this excursion can be rated as an out- 
standing success. The train started 
at Poughkeepsie Monday morning 
with Ulster county supplying the 
largest delegation of any county re- 
presented from New York State. 
Dutchess and Ulster county clubs sent 
eighteen representatives to the con- 
vention and sale. The next largest 
stop was at Syracuse where twenty- 
two Holstein enthusiasts joined the 
party. These 22 representatives were 
from adjoining counties with Oswego 


and Otsego furnishing the majority of 
the list. When the train left the 
State line from Chautauqua county 
there was a total of 63 Holstein breed- 
ers in the party from practically all of 
our leading Holstein counties in the 
State. Before the train reached Erie, 
Pennsylvania, the entire group was 
well acquainted and enjoyed the trip 
as though they had known one another 
for years. There was but one com- 
mon subject of discussion. In addi- 
tion to those who travelled on the 
train, several reached the convention 
by automobile. 


The Convention 

The New York breeders were very 
much in a majority at the time Presi- 
dent Thompson called the opening 
meeting of the convention to order 
Tuesday morning. Of the 85 present 
at the time the convention was called 
to order, 53 were from New York 
State by actual count. This attend- 
ance well represented the interest of 
New York State in the National Hol- 
stein Association. The reports of the 
secretary and treasurer represents the 
material support that is being main- 
tained by New York State for this 
great organization. It would be de- 
sirable for the local clubs to have 
representatives who attended the Na- 
tional convention and sale to give re- 
ports of their trip at their July meet- 
ing. 


Delegates 
It is doubtful if a more representa- 
tive group of delegates could be 
elected from New York State to repre- 
sent Holstein interests in the National 
Association. Of the fifteen delegates 
who attended the convention one for- 
mer National president was a delegate 
and a second was unable to go. T'welve 
of the leading Holstein counties were 
represented by the fifteen delegates. 
Nine of the fifteen were presidents or 
former officers of the State Associa- 
tion, one fromer National director of 
the National Association. Every dele- 
gate is taking an active part in the 
promotion of Holstein interests in the 
State, either nationally, locally or 

from a State standpoint. 


Robens Withdraws 

W. D. Robens, former secretary of 
the State Association and a director 
of the National Association for several 
years, withdrew his name as a nomi- 
nee for reelection as director from 
New York State. Holstein breeders 
in the State are very greatly indebted 
to Mr. Robens who has been one of 
their leaders for years. He has been 
an ideal representative on the Na- 
tional Association. It is unusual to 
have a director of the National Aso- 
ciation who has spent his entire life- 
time in the interest and successes 
with Holstein cattle. Not only has he 
been a 100 per cent farmer and Hol- 
stein breeder but he has contributed 
to the development of some of the 
greatest cattle to represent the Hol- 
stein breed, as well as always a leader 
in the promotion of his county Hol- 
stein club, charter member of the 
State Association and a director of 
the National Association who has rep- 


resented the thoughts and interests of 
the breeders themselves. 

Mr. Robens’ statement to the writer 
relative to this withdrawal was: “I 
have served as director from New 
York State for considerable time and 
it was undoubtedly advisable to give 
some other New York State breeder 
an opportunity. If in the future the 
breeders of New York State feel that 
I can be of any service to them I 
would be very glad to serve in any 
capacity that they desire.” 

The New York State Association 
and the breeders of Holstein cattle in 
the State are very grateful to Mr. 
Robens for the splendid manner in 
which he has represented them in all 
things in the past and the unselfish 
cooperation he has shown in all of his 
contributions to the development of 
the Holstein industry in general. 

National Sale 

As mentioned in the previous issue 
of the World, several of the breeders 
who made the trip from New York 
State took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to purchase new herd sires. 
The splendid offering of bulls at this 
sale made it a wonderful opportunity 
to select herd sires that will con- 
tribute to the advancement. of the Hol- 
steins in the State. 

Entertainment 

All of those on the excursion spoke 
most highly of the splendid time they 
had as a result of the efficient enter- 
tainment committee furnished by the 
Illinois State Association. The entire 
delegation was very grateful to the 
Illinois State Association for the 
courteousness with which they were 
entertained and the splendid features 
that were arranged. Many favorable 
remarks were heard on the part of 
the ladies who made the trip to Mar- 
shall Field’s store. It was also ob- 
served that this was one of the largest 
delegations of ladies to attend an ex- 
cursion of New York State breeders 
to the National convention at so great 
a distance. Of those who took most 
active part in seeing that the mana- 
gerial side of the business was taken 
care of was Bill Prescott of Holstein- 
Friesian World fame. Bill alone and 
unaided took care of four ladies who 
made the trip from Oswego County, 
New York. The outstanding features 
of the program for the mixed crowd 
were the evening banquet and the trip 
to Elmwood Farm. Each was an equal 
of any similar entertainment of past 
conventions and will long be remem- 
bered. 

New Organization 

At a meeting just previous to the 
annual convention, the Holstein breed- 
ers, who. had previously formed 


county clubs in the central part of 
New York, organized into a Finger 
Lakes Holstein Association. This 


association will include the counties 
of Cayuga, Schuyler, Seneca, Tioga 
and Tompkins. A program is already 


under way for a summer tour and pic- 
nic and selection of a county herd to 
attend the State Fair this fall. Pro 
fessor Wing was elected president of 
the local organization.

ing three daughters of the new 1,500- 
pound cow. The oldest is Femco Bess 
Fayne, a 3-year-old sired by Graham- 
holm Pauline Colantha Lad, son of the 
1,426-pound senior 4-year-old and 
former world’s champion, Graham- 
holm Colantha Pauline Segis. The 
next is Femco Johanna Bess Ormsby, 
a two-year-old by Governor Fobes 
Ormsby Aaggie, son of the 1,607-lb. 
U. S. Champion, Daisy Aaggie Orms- 
by 3rd. Her last calf is Femco Jo- 
hanna Fayne Piebe, a yearling by 
Count Veeman Segis Piebe 19th, also a 
son of Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3rd. The 
last two heifers are the only animals 
in the world having 1,500-pound cows 
for their dam and sire’s dam and they 
also have the distinction of having the 
highest average for their two nearest 
dams, the average being 1,247 pounds 
fat (1,559 pounds butter). For this 
distinction they displace their stable- 
mates. the two daughters of Lady 
Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje, whose aver- 
age is 1,246 pounds fat (1,545 pounds 
butter). 


The completion of this new record 
brings added honors to Minnesota as 
the home of record makers. Only five 
cows in this country have reached the 
1,500-pound mark and three of these 
have made their records in Minne- 
sota; namely, Duchess Skylark Orms- 
by, the first 1,500-lb. cow; May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, former U. S. Cham- 
pion with 1,523 pounds; and now 
Femco Johanna Bess Fayne_ with 
1,510 pounds. The highest record cow 
in the U. S., Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3rd, 
1,607 pounds, was sired by a Minne- 
sota bred sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th. 


The breeding operations at Femco 
Farms have been closely tied up with 
the four above mentioned 1,500-pound 
cows. Their first herd sire was King 
Korndyke Duchess Clothilde. a ma- 
ternal brother to Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby. May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead was purchased as one of the 
foundation cows of the Femco herd 
and they now have a daughter and 
several granddaughters in the herd. 
As mentioned before, there are three 
daughters of the new 1,500-pound cow 
at Femco and several other close rela- 
tives. Two sires that have played an 
important part in building up the 
herd in recent years, Governor Fobes 
Ormsby Aaggie and Count Veeman 
Segis Piebe 19th, are sons of Daisy 
Aaggie Ormsby 3rd, the U. S. Cham- 
pion, 1,607-pound cow. 


To Femco Farms goes the distinc- 
tion of being the only herd in the 
United States to have developed two 
cows with records above 1,483 pounds 
butter, or to have owned two 1,500- 
pound cows.

The American Jersey Cattle Club 

The 65th annual meeting of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club was 
held June 7 at Nashville, Tenn., this 
being the second time in the history 
of the club that the annual meeting 
has been held outside of New York 
City. There were seventy-five mem- 
bers in attendance and at least 600 
interested breeders, according to the 
report published in the Jersey Bulle- 
tin, making this the largest annual 
meeting in the history of the club. 
The principal business of the meet- 
ing was to receive the annual re- 
ports of officers, elect officers and 
directors for the coming year and 
to consider a resolution recommend- 
ing a reduction in the membership 
fee from $100 to $50. This last was 
passed unanimously and will now 
go before the entire membership for 
mail ballot. Under the rules of the 
Club, this must receive three-fourths 
of the votes cast before it is passed. 
George W. Sisson, Jr., Potsdam, New 
York, was re-elected as president of 
the organization, and L. W. Morley, 
secretary. The Club operated at a 
slight loss last year, due to a falling 
off of business common with all 
other breed organizations. Registra- 
tions for the year were 37,725, a 
decrease of 18% from the previous 
year, and transfer totalled 16,608. 
a 29% decrease. Gross receipts for 
the year were $150,471 and gross 
expenditures $155,036. The total 
assets of the club, according to the 
treasurer’s report, stand at $247,- 
530.95. Eighteen new members 
were accepted during the _ year, 
bringing the total membership to 
1,076. At the beginning of the new 
year, 1,535 cows are on test in the 
Register of Merit division, a de- 
crease of nearly 30%. The Herd 
Test, however, has shown an in- 
crease and at the beginning of the 
year has 116 herds with 2,503 cows 
on test. Under the herd classifica- 
tion plan adopted a year ago, 14 
herds have been classified, includ- 
ing 674 animals. For its publicity 
and extension work, the Club ex- 
pended last year $16,023.88 and 
$23,068.25 for salary and expense 
of fieldmen, of which four are now 
in active employment. The Regis- 
ter of Merit department cost for the 
year $23,849.04 with $8,299 coming 
back in the form of entry fees, leav- 
ing the net expense for this depart- 
ment $15,550. The publicity de- 
partment reported an increase in 
this department with 12,416 copies 
of 725 different articles sent out dur- 
ing the year. Three public auction 
sales were held during Jersey week, 
at which 102 head were sold for an 
average of $186, the leading sale 
being the Crieve Hall-MacMonnies’ 
Combination sale averaging $277.97 
for 47 head. 


The American Guernsey Cattle Club 

The annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Guernsey Cattle Club was held 
in New York City on May 10. The 
annual report of Secretary Musser 
showed 31,272 animals registered 
during the past year, a decrease of 
12%, and 18,059 transfers recorded, 
a decrease of 16%. There was a 
marked increase in the number of 





birth reports filed, so that the total 
of registrations and birth reports 
declined only 1,101, or about 2%. 
The treasurer’s report showed gross 
receipts of $205,012.78 and gross ex- 
penditures of $212,081.61, a net 
loss of $7,068.83 for the year. The 
total assets of the club are $167,- 
593.47. The secretary reports 44 
new members during the year, bring- 
ing the total to 1,668. The Ad- 
vanced Registry Department has 
held up remarkably well with 2,345 
head on test at the beginning of the 
year, a decrease of 11.2%. Seven 
hundred twelve cows are also run- 
ning in the Herd Test. President 
Robert Scoville was re-elected for 
his sixteenth term as president of 
the club. 


The question of adopting the 
Mount Hope Index came in for con- 
siderable discussion. A_ resolution 
requesting the Executive Committee 
to direct the publication of the in- 
dices for all Advanced Registry 
sires having six or more dam-daugh- 
ter pairs for comparison, was, how- 
ever, lost after lengthy discussion. 
An appropriation was voted to per- 
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mit further development of a sim- 
ple and inexpensive device for meas- 
uring the color of the milk, and to 
equip certain Advanced Registry 
testers with this outfit to report 
color readings with Advanced Reg- 
istry milk and _ butterfat reports 
with the idea of collecting data on 
this subject and to conduct research 
work to determine the value of the 
various vitamin content of Guern- 
sey milk. There was considerable 
discussion also in the matter of 
changing the requirements as to per- 
centage of pure bred Guernsey cows 
in herds producing Golden Guernsey 
milk under the breed label, but no 
action was taken other than to refer 
the matter to the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


The Secretary reported over 20,- 
602,000 quarts of milk sold under 
the Guernsey trade-mark label, an 
increase of 38% over the previous 
year. Total net expenditures for ex- 
tension work and with marketing 
activities were $53,247.74. 


Five sales were held during 
Guernsey week, in which 277 head 
were sold was a grand average of 
$270, the Joseph L. Hope Dispersal 
making the highest average of 
$370.95 for 74 head

W. Richardson, Caledonia, Haldimand 
County, Ont. At all four placvs the 
demonstration will start at 7:30 P. M. 


Referring to these demonstrations 
R. B. Faith, Director of Extension says 
that the character of the work to be 
undertaken, while entirely new, will 
be handled in such a way that valu- 
able object lessons will be available 
for all those who attend. In the past, 
he points out, most of the educational 
work carried on with field days, barn 
meetings, etc., has been done with fe- 
males, and to a large extent little at- 
tention has been given to the intricate 
problem of herd improvement through 
the sire. Now breeders and farmers 
are coming to realize that there is a 
real need for more thought and con- 
sideration than usually has been ex- 
tended when a bull has to be bought, 
and these meetings will serve a useful 
purpose in enabling those who desire 
to do so to study some of these selec- 
tion and breeding problems that al- 
ways have to be faced by every man 
who keeps cows.

The junior two- 
year-old cow, Betty Inka Olga of 
Sleepy Hollow 1446399 now leads 
her class in Idaho by virtue of her 
365-day record of 19,429.6 pounds 
of milk and 639.1 pounds of butter- 
fat. In addition the 852-pound but- 
terfat record of, Paralane Pontiac 
Homestead 958588 occupies second 
place among the leaders of her ma- 
ture class. This is Paralane’s sec- 
ond official record. Her milk pro- 
duction totaled 23,434.5 pounds in 
the 365-day period. 

The previous story observed that 
Sleepy Hollow Bonny Inka Olga 
1295612 completed a 630-pound rec- 
ord to win state honors in the sen- 
ior three-year-old class. At the 


same time three of her mature stable 
mates were nearing the completion 





of their records. Paralane Pontiac 


Homestead 958588, referred to 
above, produced during the first 


year’s test 797 pounds of butterfat 
to become the State Class B Cham- 
pion for 32 days when Cornucopia 
Rose of Cerealia 558344 finished a 
record of 883 pounds to capture the 
championship. After a brief period 
of two months another Eggers cow, 
Lady Sopha Walker 945506 crossed 
the 365-day line with 834 pounds of 
fat to her credit, entitling her to sec- 
ond place among state class leaders. 

Thus of six records completed in 
Class B at the Eggers farm within 
the past eighteen months, four have 
become state championships. The 
883-pound record of Rose won for 
Mr. Eggers the Department of 
Dairy Husbandry loving cup which 
is awarded annually to the non-in- 
stitutionally owned cow producing 
the largest amount of butterfat.

New Zealand Year Book 

We are in receipt of Volume 19 of 
the Production Record of the New 
Zealand Friesian Association for the 
year 1932. It contains a list of all 
records completed in New Zealand by 
this breed during the past year, to- 
gether with the listing of daughters 
of active sires and various other lists 
of record holders in that dominion. A 
total of 71 yearly records were made 
by this breed last year with the splen- 
did average of 583.61 Ibs. fat, the aver- 
age of the Jersey records for the year 
being 488.31 lbs. fat. The average pro- 
duction for all yearly records in New 
Zealand since the introduction of this 
test in 1912 and until 1932 is 488.55 
lbs. fat, Jerseys coming next with an 
average of 453.7 lbs. fat. the Ayrshires 
being in third place with 439.71 lbs. 

The Holland Government has re- 
cently issued in book form the report 
of its observations of the Holstein- 
Friesian industry in America, pre- 
pared by Mr. I. J. G. van den Bosch, 
who spent considerable time in this 
country in 1928 and 1929. The book 
is very nicely gotten up with profuse 
illustrations, many of which are from 
cuts loaned by the Holstein-Friesian 
World. The text, of course, is in the 
Dutch language.

She qualified for the Ten-Months’ Division, carrying calf 218 days, and her 305-day record of 23,826.2 lbs. milk and 843.2 lbs. fat 
is a new record for the age also. In the Yearly Division, this new record displaces Miss Vina Triune Belle 1334917 with 24,120.9 
Ibs. milk, average per cent fat 3.7 and 897.8 lbs. fat in 365 days.

Her production of 1,068.5 pounds fat gives her 48th place among Holstein-Friesian cows pro- 
ducing 1,000 pounds fat. Her production of 30,249.5 pounds milk mrakes her the 136th Holstein-Friesian cow to produce more 
than 30,000 pounds milk and she is the 182nd Holstein-Friesian cow to produce more than 1,000 pounds fat in a year.
